What is to Come? 

We have republished the comments of 
the London Timcs and some of the other 
leading papers of Great Britain upon the 
subject of the rejection, by the U. 8. Sen- 
ate, of the treaty for the setilement of the 
Alabama claims. The rejection is spoken 
of in terms of regret, but the British or- 
gans say that their country has satisfied 
her own conscience, that she has done her 
whole duty, that she has shown every dis- 
position to go to the furthest extent of fair- 
nese and justice, that she has in fact gone 
to the very verge of humiliation, and that, 
if there isto be any more negotiation or 
attempt at negotiation, the advances and 
the propositions must come from the United 
States. Upon this latter point the papers 
of the two countries seem to be at issue in 
their views and declarations, for, while the 
British papers assume that any future prop- 
ositions must come from the United States 
the U. 8. papers unite in saying that they 
must come from Great Britain. If both 
sides maintain their respective positions, 
further propositions will be made by neither 
side. Waris spoken of on both sides as 
what may occur but not as whatis likely to 
occur. It is decply deprecatcd as too vast 
an evil to be incurrci unless in a case of 
dire necessity. 


We confess, however, that we are not 
without apprehensions of war. The Uni- 
ted States, we have no doubt, would, with- 
out any manifestation of open belligerency, 
consent to let all matters in regard tothe 
Alabama claims remam for the present 
just as they are, causing it to be distinctly 
understood, that, upon the occasion of the 
very first involvement ot Great Britain in 
hostilitics with any foreign power, this 
country, by way of practicing retribution 
and making itself amends for past injuries, 
would permit swarms of privateers to go 
forth and redden with flames the oceans 
and seas now whitened by British com- 
merce. Butit may be that Great Britain 
will not consent that such a terror shall 
be held foran indefinite period over her 
head. It may be that, forewarned, she 
will not choose to let us have our own 
time and way of effecting a settlement of 
the differences that negotiations shall have 
failed to settle. It may well be, that, if 


she shall be convinced that a crisis be- 


tween herself and us must sooner or later 
come, she will prefer having it come when 
she is at peace with all the rest of the 
world rather than wait for us to take har 
at a disadvantage when she shall be at war 


with another nation than ours. While we 
are waiting to choose our time, she may an- 
ticipate us by choosing hers. It is certain- 
ly true, that, in the Alabama c-se, she has 
no claim against us, upon which she could 
rationally base a right to inaugurate hos- 
tilities, but, if she desires war, if war rather 
than delay is her policy, she can find in the 
Alabama affair or in any one of a score of 
other affairs as many pretenses for a quarre) 
as she wants. 

And surely our Government has no rea- 
son to feel at all confident that Great 
Brita‘n, with our threats held up before 
her as to what we are determined to do as 
soon as the occasiog shall arise, will for 
our convenience and advantage await the 
shock instead of bringing matters at once 
to a crisis. Perhaps she is not well prc- 
pared for war, but she is far less unpre- 
pared for it than we are, and she knows 
the fact. She carries on wars with about 
one-half of the money that it costs us to 
carry on peace. She could maintain 
against us a war for years without finan- 
cial exhaustion, but we couldn’t fight her 
a single year upon an adequate scale with- 
out bringing on or rendering inevitable the 
repudiation of our present debt; and repu- 
diation would render it impossible, without | 
a resort to forced loans or official robbery, 
to obtain the means of prosecuting hostili- 
ties. We are under tremendous bonds to 
keep the peace and to do all im our power 
to have itkept toward us. Still there is no 
other rational policy for us to pursue under 
the circumstances than to propose new 
terms of negotiatien, a course which we 
do not advise, or to await, perhaps in vain, 
a proffer of terms from Great Britain, or to 
iet matters, so far as we are concerned, re 
main in abeyance for the present at the 
risk of whatever may come in the near or 
the far future. The risk in the latter case 
may, as we have indicated, be considerable 
and even great, but perhaps we shall not 
be able to do better than to take it. A 
thousand evils are still in store for us as the 
consequences of one of the most disastrous 
wats of earth, We nity mcet and sur- 
mount them or we may sink forever be- 
neath them.

To Cincinnati in Four Hours. 


The completion of the trackiaying on the Lou- | 
isyille and Cincinnati railroad, which waseffected | 
Jast Sunday, not only unites two great commer- o 
Clal cities, but supplies alink tothe main rail- 
way chain of the continent, without which the 
important ends and aims of the people, now and | 
hereafter, would fail of consummation. This 
virtual accomplishment of the work originated 
two years agois, then,an event of the utmost 
Significance. It is a source of earnest congratu- 
lation as much to the general trading world as 
tothe States of Ohio and Kentucky. From no 
standpoint can it be treated as other than a n4- 
tional blessing. Conceding this, every one will 
no doubt be pleasedto follow us ina review of 
the whole subiect. 

HISTORY OF THE ENTERPRISE. 

Itis almost needless to state the universally 
kpown fact that the new road has been built un- 
der the auspices of the Louisville and Frankfort | 
and Lexingtoa and Frankfort ra:Jroad companies. | 
So soon as the amendments to their charters were 
accepted by the stockholders, the proper steps 
were taken to scoure a thorough survey of the 
country lying bet ween Louisville and Cincinnat!, 
with a view tothe selection of the best route for 
the branch. These surveys were commenced in 
March, 1866, and five principal routes were in- 
strumentally examined and reported upon 
by the engineers. The contracts for gradu- 
ation and masonry were let in the latter 
part of February, 1867, but owing to the rainy 
season the work was not fairly commenced be- 
fore the latter part of May. In February, 1568, 
the contracts for bridge superstructure were 
let to the Louisville Bridge and Iron Company, 
and to Smith, Latrobe & Oo., of Baltimore. Track- 
laying was begun in July, 1868, from three points, 
Lagrange, Worthville (onthe Kentucky river), 
and the Licking river, at South Covington. 
Thenceforward the work progressed steadily, 
and with an unusual exemption from strikes, 
riots and destructive accidents. 

THE ROUTE. 

Leaving the Lou'sville and Lexington railroad 
about three thousand fect east of the Lagrange 
depot, and bearing slightly from its course to 
turn several branches of Harrod’s creek, the line 
crosses that creek on a favorable bridge site on 
the farm of Wm. Smith, one and three-fourth 


cending the slopes of Indian Run, it crosses the 
Little Kentucky Ridge near the house of Mrs. 
Pendleton, and, descending the slopes of that 
creek one and one-fourth miles to its low 
grounds, the mouth of Sulphur Fork of the Little 
Kentucky. Thence aseending the Sulphur Fork 
and Sakersy’s Branch, the line passes Camp- 
bellsburg to the right, and areund the head- 
waters of Doherty Creek, to the ridge dividing 
the waters of the Little and Big Kentucky. Pass- 
ing through this ridge, with a short tunnel of 
five hundred feet, it descends the thickly tim- 
bered slopes of Mill Creek, with the maximum 
gradient, about four miles, to the abrupt bend at 
Batt’s old mill, where it again cuts through with 
a short tunnel, toavoid a detour of nine hundred 
feet, with heavy curvature and grading; and,still 
descending the slopes of Mill Creek without fur- 
ther noticeable features, it reaches the Kentucky 
bottoms, and, deflecting up toward the mouth of 
Eagle creek, crosses the river at the most suita- 
dle bridge site in the vicinity, about one-fourth 
of amile above Worthville. The line continues 
thence on the north side of Eagle creek for four- 
teen miles up to the >Eiliston Gap, and thence 
into Ten-mile creek, one of its larger 
branches from the northeast. The Eagle 
Valley is very direct; its bottoms average in 
breadth 13g miles,and the course of the creek 
through them is somewhat winding. The rall- 
road line, cutting lightly through some of the 
spurs, holds a generally good course, and with. 
favorable work. Good roads communicate with 
Owen and the interior counties. There are fine 
lands in the valley and upon its slopes, but the 
ridge country, as is generally the case in this 
section of the State, is more thickly settled and 
better improved than the bottoms. The towns 
and places of local note in and near Eagle Valley 
are New Liberty, Dallasburg, Sparta, and Napo- 
leon. Of all valleys on the Upper Eagie that of 
Ten-mile creek is much the most favora- 
ble, in direction and gradients, in ascend- 
ing and crossing che dividing ridge. The creek 
is bold, crooked, and with steep slopes; and 
heavy work was necessarily encountered jo avail 
of its more important advantages. At the Ellis- 
ton Gap M has been found advisable to accept a 
tunnel of about 650 feet, to save a detour of near- 
ly two miles, by the mouth of Ten-mile, with 
heavy graduation, bridging, and possivly one 
small tunnel on the longer line. Also, in passing 
up Ten-mile creek, it has been essential to cut 
through several spurs around which the creek 
turns abruptly, but there are also several 
bottom and slope grad- 
slopes of Ten-mile, as 
well as Eagle, are thickly wooded with fine oak 
and lccust, for cross-ties, contributing much to 
offeet other drawbacks in the work. At the head 
of the north fork of Ten-mile the line passes Ve- 
rona; thence, for 6% miles of average ridge work, 
and crossing the head-waters of Mud Lick, with a 
very slight depression ‘tn grade, it strikes the 
head of Bank Lick creek, one mile northeast of 
Walton, a thriving town on the Lexington and 
Covington turnpike, which here crosses 
the rafiroad line, as a most important 
feeder for way business. Passing the 
ridge with a smal! summit-cut, the line descends 
Bank Lick with easy gradients, and for 7 miles 
with very light work; crossing the Independence 
turn (macadamised) 8 miles down. For 2 
miles further’ the graduation becomes a little 
heavier. Ten miles from Covington the stream 
suddenly changes its character, being for the 
next 3 miles very tortuous, with sieep slopes, 
sharp bends and rapid fall. At the Fleming 
Bend, 9 miles from Covington, another tunne! 
cut-off is found practicable, which reduces the 
distance 1% miles, the tunnel at the neck of 
the Horse-shoe being but 400 feet in 
length. This work ts upon the maximum grade, 
which continues 2 miles further, with two heavy 
lls ana side cutting. Thence into Covington the 
location presents nothing difficult.

It may be proper in this connectton to invite 
attention to a few general considerations, and in 
doing 80 we adopt the language employed by the 
well informed and able Chief Engineer ef the 
new road. The transportation of passengers 
and freight 1s fast becoming the leading Interest 
ofthe land; and the greatest iocal prosperity 1s 
found distributed upon the great routes of rail- 
road travel.

Is it not the 
part of wisdom to accept this fact, and to en- 
deavor fer loca) benefits to secure the contro! of 
that connection which, holding the short- 
est practicable route the ilarg- 
est results?

In a community like ours, so confessedly fend 
of the beautifulin art, no institution ig more 
likely to command genuine favor than a gallery 
for the exhibitton of choice copies from. the 
works ef the old masters and the originals of 
present-day limpers. Sucha temple of art has 


been provided at the picture establishment of J. | 


V. Fecott & Son, on Main street, between Second 
and Third. It has extsted there In a somewhat 
unpretending state for a great while, and the 
rea! pleasure thus afforded art-lovers may not be 
lightly considered; but now the gallery can just- 
ly assume the rank of superiority over all its pre- 
decessors and contemporaries in this city. 
WHAT IT Is. 

Passing midway through the spaciou: and at- 
tractive wareroom, and turning to the left, the 
visitor finds a handsomely-carpeted staircase, 
leading into the gallery in the secon’ story. 
Having ascended to the floor, one cannot resist 
the impulse. to halt and admire the.scene of 
beauty spread out before him. From ité newness 
and originality the apartment itself challenges 
the first attention, despite the many rare paint- 
ings, with their golden frames, that beautify the 
walls. Evérything that appertains to the fitting- 
up of the room is fresh and pleasing to the eye. 
The floor is covered with the best cocoa matting, 
the bannisters around the bDatchway in the 
center of the room are painted in laven- 
der, the seats encompassing the same are 
nicely upbolsteredin green rep and the four 
walls are Colored in deep, solid vermiilion, which 
precénts a strikingly rich contrast with the gilt 
frames and varied tints of the portrait collection. 
Both of the Escotts, father and son, are gentile- 
mea of the finest taste in art matters. This has 
enabled them to give the very happiest effect in 
the decoration ‘of the gallery and thé Brrange- 
ment of the pietured, NO One, having the least 
appreciation of harmony in color and situation 
can fail to admire this miniature Louvre. It is 
aspecial feature of which any city might be 
proud, and for its inauguration the Messrs. Escott 
deserve the highest meed of praise.
